the Army had no way to handle a classified, written commendation. ) 
Jimmy Woolnough confirmed that they would not put a classified 
communication in the regular personnel file. He assured me, how- 
ever, that a classified communication could be addressed either to 
him or to Jack Davis, Army Assistant Chief of Staff for Intelligence, 
and that either of them would ensure that the regular jacket is flagged 
to call attention to the fact that there is classified material which 
promotion boards or other appropriate bodies should consider. 




5. Bob Fuchs discussed with me an accounting for an advance 
submitted by Walt Elder for the Director's i mprest fund abo ut which 
he had some questions, specifically $183 for I HI 1 agreed 25X1 

to discuss this with Walt. We then had a general discussion about 
the details of accounting for expenditures from this fund which should 
be submitted to the Office of Finance. I told Bob that it was my view 
that the purposes for which this money was spent should be as fully 
documented as expenditures from any other fund. However, I would 
prefer that the minimum number of Finance people see these detailed 
accountings, and to this end I thought they should not be sent to the 
Office of Finance but kept in the Office of the Director and made 
available to the Office of Finance auditors periodically. He indicated 
that this would be a perfectly satisfactory arrangement as far as he 
was concerned. I asked him to prepare an appropriate paper for my 
signature along these lines. 
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
